Elections 
On Track 

Allawi vows January vote; 
hostage-taking intensifies 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Militants sawed off the 
heads of three hostages believed to be Iraqi 
Kurds in a grisly videotape that surfaced 
Sunday, hours after Iraq’s prime minister 
said January elections would be held on 
schedule and asserted that American and 
Iraqi troops were winning the fight against 
an increasingly bold insurgency. 

In another sign of continuing instabil- 
ity, a suicide car bomb killed three people in 
Samarra — a northern city that U.S. and Iraqi 
commanders have por- 
trayed as a success story. 

Over the past week, 
about 300 people have 
been killed in escalating 
violence. Last week, U.N. 

Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan warned there could 
not be “credible elections 
if the security conditions continue as they 
are now.” 

But Iraqi Prime Minister Ayad Allawi, 
speaking in London, said his interim govern- 
ment was determined “to stick to the timetable 
of the elections,” which are due by Jan. 31. 

Meanwhile, the Arab news station Al- 
Jazeera aired a separate video claiming 18 
captured Iraqi soldiers would be killed unless 
a detained aide of rebel Shiite cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr was freed in 48 hours. 

The videos surfaced the day before the 
Tawhid and Jihad group, led by Jordanian 
terror mastermind Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, 
threatened to behead Americans Jack Hensley 
and Eugene Armstrong and Briton Kenneth 
Bigley, who were seized from their Baghdad 
house last week.

I Across storm- 
battered Florida on Sunday, hun- 
dreds of relief workers fanned out 
to help still-numb families, motor- 
ists waited in lines miles long to buy 
gas and residents sifted through the 
rubble of demolished and damaged 
homes and businesses, trying to sal- 
vage anything of their life before 
Hurricane Ivan. 

President Bush visited the 
Pensacola area and Alabama on 
Sunday — his third such visit for 
Florida — and flew by helicopter 
over parts hit hardest when Ivan 
howled ashore Thursday with 130 
mph wind. The hurricane spawned 
deadly tornadoes and a huge storm 
surge that gutted homes and busi- 
nesses, washed out roads and bridg- 
es and knocked out power. 

“Hang in there,” the president 
told residents as he walked along a 


street where Ivan obliterated dozens 
of homes, leaving lawns littered with 
broken lamps, clothes dryers, win- 
dows, chairs and microwaves.

dead, 16 of them in Florida.

Adams died at his Manhattan 


home from complications of amy- 
otrophic lateral sclerosis, or Lou 
Gehrig’s disease, said his assis- 
tant, Jessica Stuart. 

In addition to his photographs 
of 13 wars, Adams’ images of poli- 
tics, fashion and show business 
appeared on countless magazine 
covers and in newspapers around 
the world. 


But enduring fame resulted from 
a single photo taken Feb. 1, 1968, the 
second day of the communists’ Tet 
Offensive, in the streets of Cholon, 
Saigon’s Chinese quarter. 

Adams won a 1969 Pulitzer Prize 
for the Saigon execution picture, 
among the more than 500 honors 
he received in his career, including a 
1978 Robert Capa Award and three 
George Polk Memorial Awards for 
war coverage, richard pyle (ap)

Air in Smoky Bars Worse 
Than Polluted Streets 


TRENTON, N.J. I If you’re wonder- 
ing whether a smoky bar or a city 
street filled with diesel truck fumes 
is more harmful to your health, you 
might want to skip your next happy 
hour. 

Smoky bars and casinos have up 
to 50 times more cancer- causing 
particles in the air than highways 
and city streets clogged with die- 
sel trucks at rush hour, according 
to a study that also shows indoor 
air pollution virtually disappears 
once smoking is banned. 

The study found casino and bar 
workers are exposed to particulate 
pollution at far greater levels than 
the government allows outdoors. 


“This paper will help localities 
pass smoking bans,” predicted the 
study’s author, James Repace. 

Repace tested air in a casi- 
no, a pool hall and six taverns in 
Delaware in November 2002 and 
January 2003, two months after 
the state imposed a strict indoor 
smoking ban. 

Repace found an average level 
of respirable particles of 231 micro - 
grams per cubic meter of air in 
the eight Delaware venues. That’s 
15 times the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency limit for outdoor 
air and even tops the 199 -micro - 
gram rush-hour level at Baltimore 
Harbor Tunnel tollbooths. (ap) 


Letter to Editor 
On Iraq War Still 
Making Waves 

PHOENIX I The letter to the editor 
was printed more than nine months 
ago but its effect is still reverberat- 
ing through Arizona. 

The Dec. 2 letter in the Tucson 
Citizen made a suggestion on how 
to end “the horror” of American 
soldiers being killed in Iraq: Go to 
the nearest mosque and kill five 
Muslims. 

In response, fearful Muslims 
kept their children home from 
religious school. The Gannett Co. 
newspaper received numerous pro- 
test letters from readers, issued an 
apology and sent staff to meet with 
members of a local mosque. 

Two men on Jan. 13 filed a class- 
action lawsuit against the newspa- 
per on behalf of Islamic-Americans, 
and the Arizona Supreme Court is 
being asked to decide whether to 
overturn a trial judge’s ruling allow- 
ing the newspaper to be sued for 
alleged distress the letter caused. 

The newspaper argues that its 
First Amendment rights protect it 
from such lawsuits, but the plain- 
tiffs contend that the newspaper, 
by choosing to publish the letter,

Chinese Leader Now in Full Control

Longtime political 
heavy Jiang cedes 
control of army to Hu 

BEIJING I Hu Jintao became the 
undisputed leader of China as the 
country completed its first orderly 
transfer of power in the communist 
era on Sunday with the departure of 
former President Jiang Zemin from 
his top military post — giving a new 
generation a freer hand to run the 
world’s most populous nation. 

Jiang, whose term did not end 
until 2007, resigned at a meeting of 
the ruling Communist Party’s Central 
Committee that ended Sunday. 

Analysts did not expect Jiang’s 
exit to affect Beijing’s stance on 
relations with the United States or 
Taiwan, economic reform or other 
key issues. Jiang and Hu are not 
known to have had any major poli- 
cy disagreements and both support 
continued capitalist- style reforms 
and one -party communist rule. 

But the consolidation of the top 
party, government and military 
posts in Hu’s hands will allow him 
and his premier. Wen Jiabao, to 
act more decisively as the govern- 
ment copes with challenges such as 


wrenching economic changes and 
rural poverty. 

Hu, 61, replaced Jiang as party 
leader in late 2003 and as presi- 
dent early the next year. But the 
78 -year-old Jiang, who led China 
for 13 years, retained influence by 
holding onto his military post even 


as all his contemporaries retired in 
a long-planned handover of power. 
The party spent nearly a decade pre- 
paring for the handover, hoping to 
avoid the upheavals that accompa- 


nied earlier transfers of power. 

The official XinhuaNews Agency 
said Jiang’s resignation showed “his 
broad-mindedness as a true com- 
munist.”

Iran Rejects U.N. Freeze on Enrichment 


Official says country 
will stop cooperating 
if sanctions are levied 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran on Sunday 
denounced as “illegal” demands 
from the U.N. atomic watchdog 
agency that it freeze all work on 
uranium enrichment — a tech- 
nology that can be used for nucle- 
ar weapons — and threatened to 
limit cooperation with the agency 
if it moves toward sanctions. 

But Hasan Rowhani, Iran’s 
top nuclear negotiator, stopped 
short of outright rejection of the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency’s demands and held out 
the possibility of negotiations 
on the issue. 

“We are committed to the sus- 
pension of actual enrichment,”

in Tehran on Sunday, where speakers 
openly condemned the U.N. resolution. 


Rowhani said at a news confer- 
ence a day after the IAEA gov- 
erning board issued its demand to 
freeze all enrichment-related work. 
“Actual enrichment” refers just to 
the injection of uranium gas into 
centrifuges. 


Rowhani indicated Iran’s 
other activities, such as produc- 
tion, assembly and testing of cen- 
trifuges, were likely to continue, 
however. 

“This [suspension] demand is 
illegal,” he said. “The IAEA board 
of governors has no right to make 
such a suspension obligatory for 
any country.” 

Such ambiguity has led U.S. and 
other officials to accuse Iran of hid- 
ing an intention to create a nuclear 
weapons and trying to stonewall 
the international community. Iran 
says its nuclear program is only for 
peaceful energy purposes. 

If the IAEA refers questions 
about Iranian nuclear activities to 
the U.N Security Council for pos- 
sible sanctions, Rowhani said: “Iran 
will ... limit its cooperation with the

Iraqi Leader Says 
Saddam’s Trial 
May Start in Oct. 

BAGHDAD | Iraqi Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi said Sunday that ousted 
Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein and his 
lieutenants would go on trial soon. 

“Roughly speaking, I think 
October,” Allawi said in an interview 
with ABC’s “This Week.” He said he 
did not think the trial would take 
long because the evidence against 
Saddam was “overwhelming.” 

He did not say whether he 
expected the ousted dictator to be 
executed if convicted. 

Since his capture last December, 
Saddam has been held in U.S. 
detention at an undisclosed loca- 
tion awaiting trial on broad charg- 
es of killing rivals, gassing Kurds, 
invading Kuwait and suppressing 
uprisings.

Floods From Tropical Storm 
Jeanne Kill at Least 50 

Tropical Storm Jeanne brought 
raging floodwaters to Haiti, kill- 
ing at least 50 people in the bat- 
tered nation and leaving dozens 
of Haitian families huddled on 
rooftops as the storm pushed off 
into the open seas on Sunday.

Pro -Western reformists and hard- 
line nationalists were locked in a 
tight battle Sunday in Serbia’s key 
municipal elections, preliminary 
results showed. The results illustrat- 
ed the deep division among Serbia’s 
voters — a rift between those sup- 
porting reforms and those still dog- 
gedly in favor of ousted President 
Slobodan Milosevic and his nation- 
alist policies. Official results will not 
be available before Monday, (ap)

Bomb at Concert Injures 14 

A bomb exploded under a police 
car at a pop concert Sunday in the 
southern city of Mersin, injuring 
at least 14 people, the prime min- 
ister’s office said. Mersin Mayor 
Macit Ozcan said authorities were 
investigating what type of explo- 
sive was used in the attack, which 
happened outside the area where 
Candan Ercetin was giving an open- 
air concert. There was no immedi- 
ate claim of responsibility. Militant 
leftist, Kurdish, and Islamic groups 
are active in the country, (ap)

Hamas Threatens to Attack 
Israel After Gunship Strike 

Hamas threatened revenge after an 
Israeli helicopter blew up a car on a 
busy Gaza City street Sunday, killing 
a militant from the violent Islamic 
group. Khaled Abu Shamiyeh, 30, 
was alone in the car when the mis- 
sile struck. Hospital officials said six 
bystanders were wounded. Hamas 
did not say what role Abu Shamiyeh

Officials react to threat of sanctions over Darfur 


Mainstream parties 
punished by voters for 
dismal economic state 

B E R L I N I East Germans gave a strong 
boost to far-right groups and the for- 
mer communists in two state elec- 
tions Sunday, punishing the coun- 
try’s biggest mainstream parties for 
the region’s high unemployment and 
cuts in social programs. 

Though projections based on 
partial returns gave the fringe par- 
ties no share of power in Saxony or 
Brandenburg, the results were a 
fresh setback for Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder’s Social Democrats. 

Franz Muentefering, head of 
the Social Democrats, called the 
9.3 percent taken by the far-right 
National Democratic Party in 
Saxony — almost on par with his 


own party’s showing — a “disaster,” 
but insisted their political influence 
would remain small. 

Average unemployment in east 
Germany has been stuck at about 20 


percent, nearly twice the national 
average, and voter analysis for ZDF 
television showed that the extrem- 
ist parties garnered much of their 
support from the jobless, (ap) 


KHARTOUM, SUDAN | Sudan isn’t 
afraid of a U.S. -backed United 
Nations resolution threatening 
sanctions over the violence in 
Darfur, President Omar el-Bashir 
was quoted as saying Sunday. 

“We are afraid neither of the 
U.N. nor of its resolution,” state - 
run television quoted el-Bashir as 
telling a meeting of local political 
leaders in Khartoum. 

Sudan’s parliament speaker, 
Ahmed Ibrahim Tahir, also was 
quoted by the official Sudan Media 
Center as making similarily defi- 
ant remarks during a meeting of 
tribal leaders in Darfur. “If Iraq has 
opened one gate to hell for the West, 
we are going to open seven gates,” 


Tahir was quoted as saying. 

The U.N. Security Council 
approved a resolution Saturday 
threatening oil sanctions against 
Sudan unless the government reins 
in Arab militias blamed for a kill- 
ing spree in Darfur and ordered an 
investigation of whether the attacks 
constitute genocide. The vote was 
11-0 with four abstentions — China, 
Russia, Pakistan and Algeria.

To Keep Presidency 


Indonesian leader’s challenger has 25 -point lead 


JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Indonesian 
voters hungry for change are expect- 
ed on Monday to do something that 
was unthinkable during the coun- 
try’s three decades of authoritarian 
rule — toss out an incumbent pres- 
ident and vote in a political new- 
comer who has promised to crack 
down on corruption and revive the 
battered economy. 

Polls show Susilo Bambang 
Yudhoyono with more than a 25 
percentage point lead over President 
Megawati Sukarnoputri. Most ana- 
lysts expect the former general will 
win the election in a landslide. 

Police said they have deployed 
nearly 140,000 officers across the 
vast archipelago to guard polling 
stations. There were fears of a ter- 
rorist attack after a blast outside the 
Australian Embassy here on Sept. 9 
that killed nine. The blast has been 
blamed on the al Qaeda-linked ter- 
ror group Jemaah Islamiyah. 

Monday’s election will complete 
a democratic process that began in 
April with parliamentary elections. 
It was followed in July with the coun-

try’s first direct presidential election, 
which was won by Yudhoyono. 

But because he didn’t secure 
more than 50 percent of the vote, 
the 55 -year- old Yudhoyono was 
required to face second-place fin- 
isher Megawati in a run-off

Jakarta neighborhood, Megawati 
received hundreds of supporters 
who clutched her photo and chanted 
“merdeka,” or freedom. It was the 
rallying cry of her father, Sukarno, 
who founded the country.

Pakistan Jails 35 Prisoners 
Freed From Guantanamo 


Security authorities 
to interview the men, 
prison officials say 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistan’s 
government ordered 35 Pakistanis 
just freed from a U.S. military pris- 
on at Guantanamo Bay in Cuba to 
be detained for three months in 
a high -security jail, officials said 
Sunday. 

The men, who were arrested as 
soon as they returned to Pakistan 
on Saturday, were being held at “spe- 
cial cells” in Adiala Jail where they 
would be “debriefed by the security 
agencies,” officials at the prison in 
Rawalpindi near Islamabad told 
The Associated Press. 


“We have received orders from 
the government to detain them for 
three months,” the official said on 
condition of anonymity. He refused 
to give further details. Two other 
government officials confirmed 
the detentions, but asked not to 
be identified. 

Earlier, Interior Ministry offi- 
cial Brig. Javed Iqbal Cheema said 
the men would be allowed to return 
to their homes after they had been 
interrogated. 

Meanwhile, Pakistani President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf left for the 
United States on Sunday to address 
the U.N. General Assembly ses- 
sion. He is expected to meet with 
President Bush on the sidelines of

Native Country 


The Smithsonian unveils an indigenous gem, 
the National Museum of the American Indian 


RIBBON-CUTTING I Thousands of 
Native Americans and thousands 
more well-wishers will attend the 
many events celebrating Tuesday’s 
opening of the National Museum of 
the American Indian. 

But the museum building 
itself will also be a star attrac- 
tion. Designed by a team includ- 
ing Venturi, Scott Brown, and 
Associates and Blackfoot archi- 
tect Douglas Cardinal, the struc- 
ture is sited on the last plot of land 
available on the National Mall, just 
east of the National Air and Space 
Museum. 

Themed gardens frame the site, 
offering glimpses of carefully cul- 


tivated “wetlands,” “meadowlands” 
and an “upland hardwood forest.” 

A giant cantilevered slab over- 
hangs the entrance. Just inside the 
doors, a four-story rotunda houses 
a gathering and performance area. 
Designated the Potomac, it is cir- 
cled by stone benches and a woven 
copper screen. 

An obvious model for the space, 
which directs attention both inward 
and upward, is Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
Guggenheim Museum, with its spi- 
ral-ramp -ringed atrium. Elsewhere 
throughout the NMAI, the use of 
vertical elements of warm-toned 
woods looks to the example of 
Finnish architect Alvar Aalto. 


Of course, what goes around 
comes around. Both modernists 
were influenced by earlier Native 
American designs. 

The intersection of Indian 
themes and modern art is explored 
in an exhibit of the figurative sculp- 
ture of Allan Houser (Chiricahua 
Apache) and the abstract painting 
of George Morrison (Grand Portage 
Band of the Chippewa). 

Historic objects are installed in 
wall cases and sealed drawers and 
described on touch-screen termi- 
nals. There is pottery from through- 
out the Americas and intricately 
beaded headdresses for both bride 
(Wishram) and horse (Dakota). 

Everywhere, history is elu- 
cidated, and complicated. The 
thrust of the three main exhibits 
— “Our Universes,” “Our Peoples,” 


and “Our Lives” — is toward dispel- 
ling the simple romantic myths and 
replacing them with stories from 
the hundreds of different native 
cultures that thrive today. 

Follow a curved wall, thread 
your way through a narrow pas- 
sage, and you might end up in a 
gallery, a theater or the Mitsitam 
Cafe — Piscataway and Delaware 
for “let’s eat” — which offers cui- 
sines from the five regions of Native 
America. 

At the time of last week’s press 
preview, construction and cleaning 
crews were hard at work on the fin- 
ishing touches. Some exhibits were 
still being installed, their object 
labels still being arranged. The 
larger of the two museum shops 
was being given the once- over. 

In other words, everything is up- 
to-the-minute, down-to -the -wire, 
brand- spanking new at the muse- 
um that has, at last, been built to 
honor the hemisphere’s oldest cul- 
tures.

Redskins Give Giants a Win 


Washington commits 
7 turnovers in 20-14 
loss to division rivals 

REDSKINS I Seven was the 
Washington Redskins’ unlucky 
number on Sunday. 

That’s the amount of turnovers 
the team committed in a 20-14 loss 
to the New York Giants, who deliv- 
ered head coach Tom Coughlin his 
first victory in the Big Apple. 

The loss was Joe Gibbs’ first since 
returning to coach the Redskins 
after a 12 -year absence. 

“Seven!” said quarterback 
Patrick Ramsey, who threw three 
interceptions after filling in for 
the injured Mark Brunell. “That’s 
almost unheard of in football.” 

The turnovers — Ramsey’s inter- 
ceptions, two fumbles by running 
back Clinton Portis and one fumble 
and interception by Brunell — led 
to 17 of the Giants’ 20 points. 

Washington started well, open- 
ing with a flawless 53 -yard drive 
that Brunell capped with a 2 -yard 
TD toss to Chris Cooley. 

The Giants, who had one of 
the worst turnover differentials in 
the NFL last season at minus -16, 
were a plus-3 in the second quar- 


ter, when they turned a 7-0 deficit 
into a 20 -7 lead. 

The seven takeaways were the 
most by the Giants since 1986 
against Washington in clinching 
the NFC East title. New York went 
on to win its first Super Bowl. 

While few think these Giants 
are a contender, this was the best 
they have looked in a while. The win 
snapped a franchise record-tying 
nine-game losing streak. 

It also took some of the pressure 
off Coughlin, who has been criti- 
cized by players and media for his 
no-nonsense approach. “We defi- 
nitely needed a win with all that was 
going on around here,” defensive end 
Michael Strahan said. “Winning 
helps heal some of that.” (ap)

Games Share a Cell 


DIVERSIONS I It’s difficult to com- 
pare “Momentum” to the cinematic 
landscapes and sweeping orches- 
tral scores common in many popu- 
lar video games, but that would be 
missing the point. 

Unlike most games for cellu- 
lar phones in the United States, 
“Momentum” lets game creator 


Allen Eichler challenge up to five 
people from just about anywhere 
in the country to collect coins scat- 
tered throughout a maze. 

As millions buy increasingly 
powerful cell phones, many com- 
panies are racing to develop video 
games to take advantage of the 
newfound portability. 


The newest twist is multiplayer: 
You can face real people in space 
battles or fishing tournaments. 
Until recently, multiplayer on cell 
phone games meant, at most, post- 
ing high scores on a leader board. 

There are still technical hurdles 
with pumping game information 
through slow cell phone networks 



and with tuning comput- 
er servers to handle mobile 
multiplayer games. 

For now, 
“Momentum” 
runs on a limited 
number of hand- 
sets offered through 
Verizon Wireless. 

The game allows 
players to maneuver 
their characters — pen- 
guins and other critters 
— around a maze to pick up 
eight coins. The first one to get 


all eight coins and exit through an 
escape hatch wins. 

But don’t hold your breath just 
yet for a miniaturized version of 
three-dimensional online role- 
playing games like “EverQuest.” 
The market for cell phone 
games remains a niche 
in the overall U.S. video 
game business, though 
experts believe it will 
grow to $1 billion in 
the United States 
within a few years.

I sent out an Evite, inviting some 
coworkers to my house for din- 
ner. Now as the host, I know 
they’ve seen it. Somehow, it seems 
extremely difficult for people to 
bother RSVP’ing. We’re talking 
about a one-click RSVP. It seems 
extremely rude that people won’t 
acknowledge an invitation. 

Chill a bit. Send out an Evite 
reminder. E-mails get piled up, and 
we forget they are there in the midst 
of hundreds of other e-mails. 

I am scheduled to meet with my 
boss to discuss my maternity leave. 
I would like to negotiate return- 
ing on a part-time basis. They don’t 
“owe” it to me but if they say no, I 
would probably reconsider work- 
ing here after my leave, which 
they don’t pay me for. I’m confi- 
dent I could still get the bulk of my 
responsibilities done and would 
take a reduction in pay. Any advice 
on how to make this request? 

Sounds to me like you have noth- 
ing to lose. But plan it out before you 
sit down with the boss. Think about 
how your cutting back could benefit 
your company. One thing: You’ll be 
cheaper for almost the same amount 
of work. Sell that point. You’ll also 
be happier.

What students study 
can have a big impact 
on job prospects 

E D u C AT 1 0 N I It’s a well-worn pickup 
line at college keg parties: What’s 
your major? 

And in today’s uncertain job 
market, it’s a lot more. Positions 
once filled by graduates with yes- 
terday’s hot majors are disappear- 
ing or being shipped overseas, so a 
student’s answer to the question is 
one of the most important financial 
decisions they will ever make. 

Research by professors at 
Northeastern University in Boston 
shows that a college student’s major 
is more important than what college 
they attend in determining their 
starting salary upon graduation. 

Yet with employment patterns 
shifting much faster than in the past, 
choosing a major based on what jobs 
will be in demand a few years down 
the road is a tricky endeavor. 

The most obvious recent trend 
is a retreat from computer science 
studies, which was a hot area in 
the 1990s before the tech bubble 
burst and companies began off- 
shoring programmers’ jobs. 

What emerged as one substitute 
is actually one of the older — and 


decidedly unexciting — standbys: 
accounting. 

Last year the number of stu- 
dents graduating with accounting 
degrees rose 11 percent, according to 
a survey by the American Institute 
of Certified Public Accountants. 

The University of Dayton, for 
example, this year has 101 students 
concentrating in entrepreneurship, 
the most since it introduced the cur- 
riculum in 1999. 

Dayton junior Rob 
Vanderheyden, a double -major 
in finance and entrepreneurship, 
wants to first get a corporate job, 
so he can “learn some real-life stuff 
before I go out on my own.” 

But most experts say basing a 
major decision solely on the expect- 
ed hot jobs of the future is not nec- 
essarily wise. 

Steven Rothberg, presi- 
dent of Minneapolis-based 
CollegeRecruiter.com, recom- 
mended students first consider 
their competencies, interests and 
values. 

“If they focus on what they’re 
good at, what they like to do, and 
what’s important to them, there’s 
an excellent chance that they will 
end up in a job upon graduation that 
will make them happy,” Rothberg

Who needs garden 
gnomes when there 
are llamas and sheep? 

Every morning, four llamas bask 
in the morning sun on a hill near 
Shirley Pringle s house. Later, in the 
heat of the day, they retreat to the 
shade of a nearby oak. It’s just the 
sort of picturesque scene Pringle 
envisioned when she bought the 
animals for $1,000 apiece to roam 
the 7-5 acres surrounding her rural 
Kelseyville, Calif, home a couple of 
hours from San Francisco. 

“It’s exactly what I had in mind 
— a minifarm,” she said. 

Pringle doesn’t breed the animals. 
She just likes to look at them. 

People have used animals as prey, 
pets and food for thousands of years. 
Bored with conventional landscap- 
ing, some homeowners now are using 
bulls, sheep, chickens and other live 
animals as outdoor decor. 

Six years ago when Janet and 
Pattie Chelseth bought a house in 


Shingle Springs, Calif, about 30 
minutes from Sacramento, they 
populated the 10 acres with live- 
stock to give their spread the look 
of a farm. They also brought in six 
rare, miniature Icelandic sheep and 
two Indian runner ducks to hang 
out around a pond stocked with 
mosquitofish and bullfrogs. 

“We saw these odd ducks and 
thought they were pretty cool look- 
ing,” Pattie Chelseth said of the run- 
ner ducks, which stand upright and 
look a bit like bowling pins. 

Four-legged outdoor ornaments 
are catching on as homeowners go 
to ever-greater lengths to outdo 
their neighbors and make their 
property stand out. Zoning laws 
usually keep homeowners from 
raising farm animals in cities. But 
it’s a different story just a few miles

outside town, where there is more 
grass to play with. If you can have a 
high-tech modern kitchen and still 
not cook, why can’t you have a ranch 
or a farm that’s just for show? 

“People ask, ‘Why buy a llama?
